removed. Their suggestion is that 
a National Institute of House- 
workers should be established, | 
which would undertake the train- 
ing and registration of domestic 
workers and would place girls in 
suitable positions. The Institute, 
they believe, would be able to set 
a standard of wages and condi- 
tions for the workers, of which 
the burden to the employer might | 
be eased by, ag allowance on in- 
come-tax. As .well as maids for 
full - time employment,. either in 
residence in the house or “ out- 
door,” they suggest that the Insti- 
tute itself should employ workers 
who. would go to housewives for 
part-time work, ' At the same 
time, they recommend that the 
present system, by which local 
authorities in Britain can supply 
free domestic help to any house- 
hold for.a. period after the con- 
finement of the housewife, should 
be extended to apply in all cases 
of illness. The report as a whole 
deserves the mature consideration 
of the responsible Minister, and 
ought not to.go unnoticed on this 
side of the Irish Sea.

AN APPRECIATION 


By A FRIEND, 


It is hard to realise that Bob 
Ferguson is. dead. It is harder still 
to write about somebody to whom 
one was bound by so many close 
personal ties. No man ever loved 
life more passionately than he did. 
No man ever lived it more fully, or 
in greater richness. 

erguson was a dynamic r- | 
sonality. His energy, intellectual as 
well as physical, was amazing. He 
threw his entire heart and soul into 
everything that he did, and got 
immense pleasure out of the mere 
doing of it. He loved work for 
work's sake, just as he loved to 
make the most of his leisure. There 
was nothing niggardly in his nature; 
whatever his head or hand. found 
to.do, that was done with all his 
might. Astonishingly versatile, his 
interests ranged Over a vast variety 
of subjects, and his reading was as 
wide as it was deep. Naturally, he 
devoted much time and thought to 
the pursuit of economics; but pro- 
fessional pre-occupations never 
were allowed to interfere with his 
study of the humanities. He had a 
particular affection for French 
literature, with which he -always 
tried to keep au courant. His 
tastes lay in prose rather than in 
poetry; and he also took a lively 
interest.in the theatre. 

As a man Robert Ferguson’ s out- 
standing characteristic his 
staunchness, which had “the i ae 
of finely- tempered steel. He did 
not make friends easily; for he. 
never wore his heart upon his sleeve. 
But once he did make a friend 
he could be trusted to the end. No 
trouble was too much when "' R.C.” 
decided to help somebody. He 
would go to endless pains to achieve 
his purpose, and he never made a 
promise that he did not fulfil. 

He did not suffer fools gladly. 
He could be brusque and impatient 
at times. rarely giving the soft 
answer that turneth away wrath.

Indeed, he was positive in most 
things. He revelled in an argument, 
and was a skilled, as well as an 
eager, dialectician.° Dublin had no 
more facile or wittier talker. And 
how Robert loved to talk! The 
subject did not matter; what did 
matter was the clash of wits, prefer- 
ably with his intimates, but, failing 
them, with anybody who was suffi- 
ciently rash to challenge his point 
of view. There was no more enter- 
taining companion; for, if he was 
inclined to be dogmatic, he just did 
not know how to be dull, and the 
zest with > which he marshalled his 
arguments gave his friends almost as 
much delight as it gave himself. 

And now we must say good-bye 
to him. for all time. A happy. 
warrior has left us; and those who 
knew and.
